rejected all the overtures of Austin, the Monk, in the 
year 600, to induce thei to baptize their infants.— 

bey further contended, that at Bangor, in the North, 
and Cear-leon, in the South, they had religious com- 
munities, or, as we would term them, Mission-houses, 
from which proceeded Missionaries, even in the dark- 
est ages of Papal ignorance and misrule. They ad- 
mitted that the “ works of teaching and of ruling be- 
long both to the Pastor; but in case be be unable, or 
the work of ruling be too great for him, God hath 
provided such for his assistance, and they are called 
ruling Elders.” For their authority they cite 1 Tim. 
v. 17, “Let the Elders that rule weil be counted wor- 
thy of double honor, especially they who Jabour in 
the word and doctrine.” 1 Cor. xii. 28, “ And God 
hath set some in the church; first Apostles; seconda- 
rily teachers, after that, miracles; then gifts of henl- 
ings, helps, governments,” &c. &c. Romans, xii. 8, 
“He that giveth, let him do it with simplicity ; he 
that ruleth, with diligence,” &c. The ruling Elder 
acted as moderator in church meetings; and, in cases 
of difficulty and warmth, much blame and unpleasant 
feeling was thus averted from the Pastor. 

At the first session of the Association it was recom- 
mended to the churches not to patronize or admit into 
their gylpits any preachers whore characters were 
dubious, and, especially, unless they produced good

ourselves to that restraint which we already prattiag ? 

I answer, For the sake of atherecfor the sake of ex- 
tending the knowledge and ifluence of your example. 
There is a large clnss of men -almOst, persuaded, who 
thin¥ on the whole it would be better to abandon the 
cup altogether, who yet econtinue-to drink babitually, 
though soberly, and who thus encoerage the intem- 
perate, because they are not called to make an imme- 
diate decision. Your private example does not urge 
them to it any more to-day than next year; and they 
think that next year will be more convenient. But 
when you sign a pnper, and pass it to them, they are 
brought to a decision on the spot. ‘And it is precisel 
in this way, that thousands, withont a moment's besi- 
tation, havagbeen made practical advocates of the 
cause. hey were advocates at heart before; yet 
they might never have become such openly, so aa 
to exert a wholesome influence, except they had thus 
been called on for an immediate decision. In this way, 
therefore, your written engagement may make your 
practice known to many, and thus tend te influence 
many, who never would otherwise have learned what 
your practice is. 

But again they say, We lay snares for conscience 
in thus surrendering our liberty. We do not think a 
little occasional indulgence injurious to us, though we 
do not desire it; and why should we tempt ourselves 
by the prohibition ? 

It ig not strange that some should be affected by 
this mode of viewing the matter. They religiously 
dread to tamper with conscience, and put its delicacy 
in jeopardy. Burt, after all, are they not mistaken as 
to the amount of the risk? If they are accustomed to 
act on principle, is there much danger that appetite or 
civility will get ascendency over it, because they have 
told their neighbours that it shall not ?—for this is the 
amount of it. Or, suppose it amounted to somethi 
more; yet should they not be ready to ineur the ri 
for the snke of the good which they may thus do to 
others ? for this is the point to be considered. It isa 
question between a single regard to one’s own good, 
and a benevolent sacrifice to the good of others. On 
the one side is n possible evil to one’s self; on the 
other, aw inevitable evil to others. Which is to be 
chosen? ‘To a conscientious man, who walks cireum- 
spectly, the personal danger is nothing; and he cer-

that the vigorous and rapid spread of just sentiments 
on this subject has been mainly owing to their having 
been pressed upon the notice of society by the steady 
and persevering pledge of temperate men. It is 
through this means, that such multitudes have been 
led, not only to reflect, bit to act, to oe de- 
cidedly, fearlessly, unitedly ; and if the former course 
of siinply reasoning on the subject, and acting silently 
as insulated individuals had been continued, nothing 
approaching the same results could have been witnes- 
sed, nor could we now look forward with so confident 
assurance to complete suecess. Whatever objection, 
therefore, may seem to lie against this part of the sys- 
tem, a little examination shows it to be unfounded ;— 
while to admit it in practice would be ruinous to the 
enterprise. No; so long as we require our magis- 
trates to hind themselves to fidelity in office, we must 
not think it unreasonable to bind ourselves to this du- 
ty. Ifevery sober man would do it, not all the obli- 
gation, assumed and discharged by the officers of 
state, would effect so much for the virtue and pros- 
perity of the nation. We should then speedily wit- 
ness the results at which we aim.

HISTORY OF THE 
PHILADELPHIA BAPTIST ASSOCIATION. 
BY REV. H. G. JONES, A. M. 

(Abridged from the Philadelphia World.) 


This Association was organized, in the city of Phil- 
adelphia, on the 27th day of July 1707. The dele- 
gates from Pennepek, Middletown, Piscataqua, Cohan- 
sey, and Welsh Tract churches, were its constituents. 
Nineteen years previously, it bad virtually existed in

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THE TEMPERANCE COMBINATION. 

Rev. Henry Ware, jr. Prof. of Pulpit Eloquence and the 
Pastoral Care in Harvard University, in recently delivering 
an Address before the Cambridge Temperance Society, has 
discovered atlignity of sentiment and of independence, which 
is highly hotourable and deserving universal imitation. It 
is well-Ryown that Prof. Ware is numbered with our Unita- 
rian fiends, some of whom have expressed very aftrming 
apprehensions against associations for the accomplishment of 
purposes, which are by many considered valuable to the 
peace and prosperity of society, as well as having an impor- 
tant aspect on our final salvation. We know with what 
warmth of debate the American Temperance Society was op- 
posed in our Legislature, under the illiberal jealousy that it 
was a dangerous combination of professors of religion. In 
the view of all this, the Professor has fearlessly encountered 
the prejudices of many whom he highly esteamg, and witha 
eandour and decision demanded by the occasion, has shown 
the futility of the objections which are made against the 
Temperance measures that are prevailing, the advocates 
of which are rapidly inereasing. Mr. Ware first shows, that 
“thie combination is necessary,’ from the nature and 
extent of the evil against which it combines,—from the in- 
sufficiency of all previous measures for its removal,—and 
from the success which has thus far attended the operation 
of Temperance measures. He then presents to view the 
squalid and bloated victim of strong drink, —shows that mul- 
titudes in every rank of society have been degraded to a 
beast-like condition,—that “the number of those who die 
annually in the United States, in this dreadfui ruin of body 
and soul, has been estimated, on the most reasonable calcu- 
lations, to be at least thirty thousand, or, according to others, 
five hundred a week, and fico murders, ’—that four-fifths of 
the paupers, and two-thirds of the imprisoned debtors, &c. 
are the fruit of drunkenness,—“ that this state of things 
has been perpetuated by the existence of a class of men, 
who thrive and grow rich on the general ruin, 2 class so nu- 
merous as to furnish a grog-shop for every twenty-one inha- 
bitants,” Ke. &e. 
asks, with emphasis,—“ Things being in this condition, was 


And after taking this view of the evil, he 
it not necessary that something should be done?’ Could less 
be said, than this—“ Something must pe done ?"'—When this 
fact was established, “ that there was no hope but in total 
abstinence, the reform moved slowly for want of concert.— 
At length a Combination was perceived to be the thing, and 
the only thing necessary.” Mr. Ware then gives various 
happy views of the result of this “ Combination,” in its salu- 
tary effects, and proceeds to vindicate “ the principle of as- 
sociation,” and “ the pledge’’ to be given for entire absti- 
nence. On this subject, we have given a Valuable extract 
from his Address on our first page. 

In noticing the obligations binding on his fellow-citizens, 
he thus remarks—“I desire to speak inoffensively, but I 
must speak decidedly,—.Vo man can think to act on Chris- 
tian principle, or do a patriot’s duty to his country, and at 
the same time make or sell the instrument of intoxication.” 





MINISTERIAL SUPPORT. 


A communication has been reeeived, reproving our“ West- 
ern Baptist’’ for censuring in his 4th No. the Baptist Minis- 
ters in the Valley of the Mississippi for not holding up to 
their hearers the importance of a liberal support of the gos- 
pel ministry.

+, How much greater bas been the indulgence of the Pedo- 
pbaptists to their own members, if thie statement is correct, 
than thatafforded to the Baptists !—In November, 1644, a law 
was made by the ruling sect in Massachusetts, no doubt to 
prevent the increase of the Baptists and the spread of their 
sentiments, a part of which law, after calling “the Anabap- 
tists incendiaries of the commonwealths, and the -infecters 
of persons in main matters of religion, and the troublers of 
churches in all places where they have been,'’—proceeds to 
enact as follows—“ It is ordered and agreed, that if any per- 
son or persons, within this jurisdiction, shall either openly 
condemn or oppose the baptizing [sprinkling] of infants, or 
go about secretly to seduce others trom the approbation or use 
thereof, or shall purposely depart the congregation at the 
ministration of the ordinance,” * * * * “and shall appear 
to the court wilfully and obstinately to continue therein, 
after due time and means of conviction, every such person or 
persons shall be sentenced to banishment." The denial of in- 
fant baptism was thus made a crime in the Baptists against the 
eivil government '—But three years after this law was made, 
Mr. Cotton said of the Baptists in those times, “ they do not 
deny magistrates, nor predestination, nor original sin, nor 
maistain free-will in conversion, nor apostacy from grace ; 
but only deny the lawful use of the baptism of children, be- 
cause it wanteth a word of commandment and ezample, from 
the Scripture.” Cotton on Baptism, 1647, p. 3. 

Twenty-five years after this, 1672, the ruling sect were still 
desirous to keep up the power of the church over the world ; 
but as the Baptists had greatly increased, they could not 
keep men of the world in subjection without oppressing the 
Baptiste. Hence their law to banish the Baptists was reprint- 
ed in 1672, and they were fined or imprisoned. The lead- 
ing men of that day were unfriendly to toleration. Suppos- 
ing their own sect would continue to bear rule in the civil 
government, they desired all other sects to be put down.— 
Dr. Increase Mather preached the election sermon, May 23, 
1677, when, referring to Mr. Cotton, he used his language, 
as follows—“ The Lord keep us from being bewitched with 
the whore's cup, lest, while we seem to detest and reject 
her with open face of profession, we do not bring ber in by 
the back door of toleration.” And the same Dr” Mather 
said, “I believe that antichrist bath not at this day @ more 
probable way to advance his kingdom of darkness, than by 
a toleration of all religions and persuasions.” These arc 
some of the specimens of the wisdom and spirit that govern- 
ed the fathers of New-England in persecuting the Baptists ! 

We do not mention these things because we expect a re- 
currence of similar oppressions; but when we see these

NEWTON THEOLOGICAL INSTITUTION. 

The semi-annual examination at Newton occurred on 
Wednesday, the 1@th of April, and afforded much gratifica- 
tion to the friends ef Biblical and religious learning that 
were present. a 

Every friend of the tiet churches and of Christian 
truth must rejoice at the liberal and elevated course of stud- 
ies there pursued, and at the tokens of favor which the Insti- 
tution has received from a jous Providence, It is adapt- 
ed, as most of the readers of this article will recollect, to 
‘ the instruction of graduatos and others, whose attainments 
enable them, along with graduates to proceed profitably in 
theological studies.’ It is ‘ pn for the admission of those 
persons only who give evidence of their possessing genuine 
piety, with suitable gifis and attamments, and of their being 
influenced by proper motives ip wishing to pursue yong 
cal studies, and who, moreover, present certificates from the 
churches of which they are eniiies approving of their de- 
voting themselves to the work of the ministry.’ 

In order to make the regular course of studies there, as 
thorough and complete as at any Institution, it is required al- 
so that candidates for admission be acquainted with Prof. 
Stuart's Hebrew Grammar, and the first forty pages of his 
Hebrew Chrestomathy. The regular course occupies 
three years, and embraces ‘Biblical Literature, Eccle- 
cinstical, History, Biblical Theology, »nd Pastoral Duties ; 
and, in short, the various studies and exercises appropriate 
to a Theological Institution desi ned to assist those who 
would understand the Bible clearly, and, as faithful minis- 
ters of Christ, inculcate its divine lessons the most usefully.’ 

Provision has also been made for a shorter course, in spe- 
cial cases, and at the discretion of the Professors. 

Iu the autumn of the year 1030, a Preparatory Depart- 
ment or Lyceum was organized. It was ‘designed to in- 
crease the Facilities of becomin well fitted to enter upon ei- 
ther the regular course in the Institution, or a shorter one ; 
and it is adapted to the instruction of those who, on account of 
their age, and other circumstances, cannot Sag = an entire 
Collegiate course, and alse of those who, after having been 
through college, may in View of the requisite know- 
ledge of Ilebrew, tv make some special preparation.’ 

The labors of the gentleman to whom this Department 
was committed, have been nnwearied, and well directed, and 
attended with great success. It is luardly one year and a 
half since he entered upon the dutics of his station ; and he 
has now under his care more than forty students. 

In the mean time the number of theologieal students has 
been greatly increased ; and there is a prospect of a large 
addition to the number, next autumn. But the rooms in the 
edifices belonging to- the Institution are already filled.— 
| And the circumstances of the Trusices, it is thought, do not 

render it expedient for them at present to eniatabe the 
erection of a new building. Besides, some of the friends of

Aud whole nights hag be 
been known to lay awake, interceding with God, for 
those who were committed to his care. Thus did he 
wear out his life, in laboring for the good of sinners, 
He appeared to feel that his stay on earth was short— 
and that what he had to do must be done quickly. 
It was not his object merely to piease—but to touch 
the heart. He never feared to speak of the woes of 
the lost to ‘ears polite,’ but affectionately besought 
alito walk in the narrow way of life.—The rich, the 
poor, the learned, the ignorant, were alike told of their 
depravity of heart, in their interviews with him, as 
well asin the great congregation. For the young he 
felt a great deal; more than my feeble words can ex- 
press. He often addressed them in a kind and tender 
manner; and when he died, they lost a friend—an 
inestimable friend, whose loss could not easily be made 
up.

Arid the number of 
students looking forward to the mivistry is not less 
than 220. Periodical papers are issued to a consider- 
able extent, amounting to fourteen weekly papers,two 
semi-monthly and three monthly publications. Chris- 
tian benevolence moves at a tardy pace, amounting to 
only about $30,000 per annum for Missions abroad ; 
15,000 dollars for education ; 4,000 dollars for Tracts, 
and 5,000 dollars fur Sabbath Schools. Here is our 
culpable point. We ought not to be outdoue by any 
hody of Christians, either in zeal, self-denial, or ac- 
tive benevolence; inasmuch as we have more truth 
than our neighbors to spread abroad, so let our enter- 
prise be in laudable proportion to give this truth a 
wide and pervading influence. 
BAPTISTS IN THE STATE OF NEW YORK. 

Calvinistic Baptists —29 Associations: not less than 
600 churches, including those not associated ; and 
about {460 ministers. Baptisms last year not less 
than 10,000. Total number of members 53,000. 

The Seventh Day, Six Principle, and Free Will 
Baytists make the numbers somewhat larger, say 
5,000 members altogether. On this calculation, then, 
one person in every thirty-three in the State, is a 
—_— or one in every twenty, who is fifteen years 
old. 

By another calculation, it gives one Calvinistic 
Baptist Church to every three thousand inhabitants ; 
and one Baptist minister to each 4,500 inhabitants. 

In this State there are three Baptist weekly papers ; 
two Cavinistic; one in N. Y. city, and the other at 
Utica. They circulate about 5,000 numbers weekly. 
Leaving at least one half of the Baptiet families in the 
State unsupplied. The Seventh Day Baptists have al- 
so a weekly paper at Homer. 

At Hamilton, Madison co, we have a flourishing the- 
ological institution, with foer Professors and about 80 
students preparing for the ministry. Other than this, 
we know of no literary institution solely under the 
auspices of our denomination. 

What is our ability to do good? Snppose one 
member in five throughout our churches is worth 
1000 dollars. ‘Then our property is worth ten million 
of dollars; the annual ineome of which cannot be 
less than one million: at legal interest it would be 
$700,000. Now if one percentof this were devoted to 
the Lord, we should have a revenue for benevolent 
operations of one hundred thousand dollars. Or, if 
each member would give one cent per week, besides 
supporting the gospel at home, it would then amount 
to near 28,000 dollars for Bibles, Missions, Tracts and 
Sabbath Schools. Providence requires great things 
of the Baptists in this State, and we do not well to re- 
main as we are. 


BAPTISTS THROUGHOUT THE WORLD. 


The largest body of Baptists is found in the United 
States, numbering as has been shown more than 
400,000 actual members. In England, Scotland, and 
Ireland there are about 1000 churches and near 
106,000 members. ‘These are chiefly in England. In 
Holland and Germany, there are considerable num- 
bers of Baptists, probably not .far from 40,000 mem- 
bers; and a few in Prussia and Saxony. 

In Hindostan there are about 25 Baptist churches, 
all planted within thirty years. In Burmah there are
